STATEMENT 


The piece on exhibit in this year’s May Show is entitled 
"Skyscraper"and is from my recent "NoMo" series. 

The term "NoMo" is a play on words and is derived from the 
term "PoMo". "PoMo" is slang for Postmodernism, the most pre¬ 
valent architectural style of today. Since many of my buildings 
are in one mode of disaster or ahother such as burning or toppling 
over, they are "NoMo". 

This particular skyscraper is burning. Bright red plexiglass 
flames can be seen licking out of the windows on the top floor. 

The brilliant, hot red, free-form shapes of the flames are in direct 
contrast to the stark cool green glass that makes up the body of the 
building. 

Through the use of lacquers, I have colored the glass so that 
from the base to the top, the building gets lighter in color and 
becomes more transparent. I have also added yellow at the top so 
that it appears the cold glass building is "warmer" near the flames. 

Although a burning building could be a morbid subject, my 
approach is more for visual appeal than for any deep, dark, hidden 
meaning. This almost whimsical approach has its roots in folk art 
and when the occassional viewer asks if I have morbid intentions, I 
say "...all the dogs, cats and people got out safely." 

Such whimsy however, does not mean that the work should not 
be taken seriously as I have full intentions of being taken quite 
seriously as an artist.
